Lady Cook, who before her marriage 
was Miss Tennessee Claflin, visited the 
Ludlow street jail, in New York city, 
and took a look at the cells in which 
thirty-seven years ago Lady Cook and 
her sister, who were then two mili­ 
tant young American suffragettes, were 
confined. In cell 3. on the ground floor 
of the jail, the party found the follow­ 
ing inscription, which time had almost i 
effaced, scratched on the stone wall: I 
“Tennessee Claflin and Victoria Claflin 
Woodhull.

One of these 
became my husband. 
The other was 
John B. Duff Martin, aud my sister 
became his life .”
